virus, Dr. G. M. Sternberg, U. S. A. sur- 
geon, has concluded that chlorine, sul- 
phurous acid and nitrous acid are reliable 
disinfectants in the proportion of one 
volume to one hundred volumes of air. 
In a moist atmosphere a considerably 
smaller proportion might be effective. 
He considers the use of carbolic acid as a 
disinfectant to be impracticable on ac- 
count of the high cost of the pure acid 
and the large quantity necessary to ensure 
borough results.

loughton, has made a study of the stom- 
chs of sea-fishes with a view of learning 
he relations which exist between the food 
f the various species and the quality of 
-heir flesh, as well as the bearing of their 
food-supplies upon distribution and mi- 
gration. His investigations have thus far 
been chiefly confined to North Sea fishes. 
He finds that whitebait and mackerel 
live largely upon small crustaceans, and 
believes that the rich quality of the her- 
rings flesh is due to the same nutritious 
food.

vegetable production, being singularly 
rich in fat and in albuminoids.

charge, by those who assume represeuta 
tive trusts, of the expressed will of th 
people " 


These ai e sufficient for my purpose. 
A great many things in your letter ar 


without importance to the controvcisy 
and may fitly pass unnoticed. 


In your third pnagrajth you say "then 


has not been one idea advanced in thi 
movement (save the view in favor of crea 
ting a.civil service for life class), that'. 
do not most heartily respond to." 


If this be true, then you must agrei 


with us in every essential paiticular. Ou; 
position is the logical and consistent re 
suit of our ideas. 


You further say in the next paragraph 


"all the evils you complain of * * * 
deprecate as fully as it is possible for yo 
to do." 


If this be true, you will "deprecate' 


with your vote, as we shall do. 
These 


declarations, if they be 
true, prove 


that your "open letter" falsifies your ac- 
tual position. OB the contrary, if yom 
"open letter" truly represents you, then 
these quotations as truly misrepresen' 
you. 
Yon may 
settle the conflicting 


points to suit yourself. 


You ask if we "are prepared to help 


place dominant the principles of free 
trade." You know as well as I do that 
this question has no place whatever in the 
contest. You know that the election o: 
a governor has no more relation to the 
tariff than it has to the solar system or 
the Ten Commandments. 
Congress alone 


deals with that, and you and I, and prob- 
ably all of us will vote for the same dis- 
trict representative f and all the candi- 
dates for Congressmen-at-Largc are pro- 
nounced protectionists.
